PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 


The 1982 AIA Convention is 
history now except for those cred- 
it card bills which have yet to 
come. In spite of the lure of 
Hawaii's attractions, convention 
functions were well attended in- 
cluding theme sessions, workshops 
and business sessions. In excess 
of 3,300 members participated. I 
found theme speakers B. Gentry 
Lee, Joseph MacInnis and Gerald 
K. O'Neill both interesting and 
informative. Many architects 
like myself found their defini- 
tion of the future considerably 
redefined and expanded when ex- 
posed to views of broader dimen- 
sion offered by these "futurists." 
The speakers were followed by 
panel discussions and a variety 
of workshops which dealt with 
issues ranging from government 
affairs to computers. I enjoyed 
the good fortune of serving as 
moderator for two sessions, giv- 
ing the Illinois Region an added 
visibility at the Convention 

A meeting of the National AIA 
Board of Directors preceded the 
Convention. During the meeting, 
the Board approved, in concept, a 
reorganized commission structure 
for 1983 which will consolidate 
six AIA commissions to three, 
each chaired by an Institute 
vice-president. The three cœ- 
missions will deal with design, 
technology and membership ser- 
vices in what is hoped to bea 
more effective, less costly and 
more responsive fashion. The 
Board also voted to support a 
transportation policy broadly en- 
compassing transportation systems, 
land use, growth management, en- 
ergy conservation, environmental 
protection, social and economic 
development and the development 
of urban systems. New policy was 
accepted in connection with the 
long range planning process, a 


report of the Life Safety Design 
Task Force, the concept of Direc- 
tion '80's, and support for Cœ- 
munity Design Centers. Authori- 
zation to develop an AIA policy 
on - "wilderness" was declined. 
Yet another policy which the 
Board supported was a new method 
of cost reporting which will sim- 
plify the ability of directors 
to evaluate total direct and in- 
direct costs associated with ATA 
programs. Heretofore, such in- 
formation was presented in a 
fashion that has made such evalu- 
ations difficult, at best. 

No doubt everyone knows by now 
that George Notter, FAIA, of Bos- 
ton will follow Bob Broshar,FAIA, 
as first vice-president of the 
Institute. John Hartray, FAIA, 
of our Chapter, did another yeo- 
man's job in nominating George.

We are enthusiastic about George's 
attitude and proposed programs 
and look forward to working close- 
ly with him. We, also, have a 
first-hand knowledge of the three 


newly <lected vice presidents, 
Leroy Bean, Sioux Falls, South 
Dakota, John Busby, Jr., AIA, 


Atlanta, and Bruce Patty, FAIA, 
Kansas City, each of whom is 
highly capable in their respec- 
tive areas. The Illinois Region 
delegates caucused prior to the 
election of officers discussing 
openly the strengths of each of 


the candidates, as well as the 
merits of each of the issues 
which were to be voted upon dur- 
ing the business session. 

Two proposed resolutions were 
entered from the floor of the 
Convention: one on AIA policy to 
support nuclear disarmament , which 
was accepted for discussion and 
subsequently passed after much 
impassioned dialogue; the other 
on minority representation on the 
Institute Board, which failed to 
receive a sufficient vote to per- 
mit action by the delegates. 

Finally, we would be remiss 
if we failed to acknowledge the 
efforts of our former Illinois 
Director, Eugene Swager, FAIA, 
who served as this year's conven- 
tion chairman. Gene lead a superb 
effort in organizing the Conven- 
tion, both in terms of content 
and peripheral activities, which 
abounded for those inclined to 
participate. We hope that an 
even larger continent of our mem- 
bers will attend the 1982 Conven- 
tion scheduled for New Orleans. 

Immediately upon our return 
from Hawaii, theme speaker Gerry 
O'Neill, Bob Broshar and I had 
the opportunity to participate in 
Neocon 14 at the Merchandise Mart 
here in Chicago. The program at- 
tracted over 30,000 architects, 
designers, developers and others 
associated with the commercial 
interiors market. Notable speak- 
ers included Elissa (Mrs. Alvar) 
Aalto, Paulo Portoghesi, Arata 
Isozaki and Michael Graves, among 
others. The Chicago Chapter In- 
terior Architecture Awards Pro- 
gram, conducted under the able 
guidance of Ken Johnson and Vicki 
Behm, was, also, held during 
Neocon. Over 200 persons (SRO) 
attended the presentation of 
certificates to the 1982 winners, 
whose boards were exhibited in 
the ExpoCenter and were on view 
during the Architects' Day Lunch- 
eon. Paul Goldberger, New York 


Times architectural critic was 
this year's luncheon speaker. 

The week's activities culminated 

on Friday afternoon with the Chi- 
cago Chapter celebration of ATA's 
125th anniversary. The cocktail 
party held at the M & M Club was 
a delightful event complete with 
two bands, finger food and a sur- 
prise visit by the Shannon Rovers, 
The celebration was largely made 
possible through the good efforts 
of Tom King, Jim Bidwell, Chris- 
tian Laine and the fine staff of 
the Merchandise Mart. Our thanks 


to the Merchandise Mart for mak- 
ing this affair possible.
